POURING RAINS CAUSE CAIRO 
TROUBLE. 


Business Entirely Suspended and the 


Stores Under Water—Government’s 


Relief Plans Changed—Dynamite 


Breaks An Icy Gorge and Relieves 


Grand Forks, N. D. 


Jaokson, Miss., April 9—Greenville, 
Miss., has been swept away by floods. 
No communication can ba established. 
Hundreds of lives must be lost or in 
great danger. 


Cairo, 111., April 9.—The streets of 
Cairo are flooded. The heavy rains of 
the last twenty-four hours have raised 
the seep water until it first filled the 
gutters and the downtown 
business 
streets, then overflowed the sidewalks, 
aud finally covered the floors of sev 
eral business houses, and is still ris­ 
ing. 
For the last six or seven weeks 
the stores have been closed on account 
of the high water. The city has pur­ 
chased a powerful pump to drain the 
town. 
It has a capacity of 1,000,000 
gallons an hour. It arrived Thursday, 
and cannot be set running for several 
days. Until then no relief can be ob­ 
tained, as the river must fall seven or 
eight feet before the sewers can be 
opened.

W ashington, April 9.—Touching the 
m atter of relieving the people in the 
flooded districts, which has been sepa­ 
rated from the m atter of repairing the 
levees, the secretary of war has made 
some changes in the detail of officers 
announced. It has been decided to make 
the purchases not only at Memphis, but 
also at Newr Orleans and St. Louis. It 
has been arranged with the citizens’ re­ 
lief committee of Memphis that the 
govnv— rnt will procure the rations 
and medicine and place them on boats 
to be supplied by the citizens’ commit­ 
tee in charge of an army officer, w’ho 
will go along on each boat to make 
sure that a proper distribution is made. 
The attention of the secretary of war 
has been called to the fact that under 
the terms of the resolution passed by 
congress only rations may be pur­ 
chased. It is regarded as absolutely 
necessary to authorize the supply of 
forage and such stores to the people 
who have herded the few cattle and 
horses remaining to them on the levees 
and high grounds in the flooded dis­ 
tricts, else the losses may be very 
much heavier. Therefore, it is likely 
that an immediate effort will be made 
to secure the passage of another reso- 
lution amending the first so as to per­ 
m it such stores to be supplied.

The mills at the present 
time are not rnnning “light,” but on 
the contrary, aa near their full ca­ 
pacity as is possible in the present 
stage of back water.

depriving the operatives of employment 
and means of support. 
It is believed 
that whenever normal trade relations 
are restored the goods accumulated 
during the dull season will all b 3 
wanted by the trade at fair prices. 
There is no spaoial danger that the 
company will beoome bankrupt by 
pursuing such a policy for at least a 
limited time until the country recovers 
from the dlsasterons consequences of 
the present low tariff. At the close of 
the year 1896 the company was in a 
good financial condition—as their re­ 
ports show.

Business Portion of the Town Destroy­

Knoxville,

9.—Four 
persons at least, and it is feared many 
more, are dead as tlhe result of the 
most disastrous fire that has ever vis­ 
ited Knoxville. 
Many others are in­ 
jured, and the property loss is estim at­ 
ed at between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000. 
This great destruction was wrought in 
the business part of the city Thursday, 
and many of the finest buildings are 
nothing but heaps of ashes and ruins. 
The greatest destruction of life was at 
the burning of the Knox hotel. From 
there the flames extended from Union 
to Reservoir street, in Gay street, in­ 
cluding the longest and 
handsomest 
block in the city. 
The loss of life is very uncertain, as

April 9.—The big rail and 
steel mills at South Chicago remained 
idle yesterday, and 2,000 unemployed 
workmen gathered about the gates of 
the Illinois Steel company waiting to 
resume labor. All this was caused by 
ninety men, who threw’ up their posi­ 
tions as rail straighteners, chippers 
and drillers on Wednesday morning, 
claiming they could not live on the 
wages paid them.

Henry street, 
between Oliver and 
Catherine, 
would 
be 
the 
largest 
school building in the world, says the 
New York Press. 
Members 
of 
tbs 
beard of education who completed ar­ 
rangem ents for the new school house, 
and even the architects who had a 
hand in drawing the plans did not fully 
realize before the magnitude of the 
undertaking. 
Charles B. J. Snyder, superintendent 
of school buildings, thinks that 
the 
m ayor is not fully posted on foreign 
school buildings, for though he him self 
is an expert on the subject, Mr. Snyder 
w ill not admit that the Henry street 
school is as la rg e, as Mayor Strong 
seem s to make it appear. 
The new’ Henry street school house 
w ill be, however, the largest 
school 
building in this country, and this 
is 
enough to be proud of. 
It will tower 
in the air 108 feet, while the roof play­ 
ground, the first of its kind anywhere, 
w ill be nearly IOO feet from the street 
level. 
The building w ill cover the 
whole of the Henry street side of the 
block, m aking the length nearly 200 
feet. 
Its depth from the street will be 
about IOO feet. 
The building w ill con­ 
tain five stories, not counting the play­ 
ground on the roof. 
The figures giving the general di­ 
m ensions do not convey much idea of 
what this new school building really 
w ill be. 
In several respects, even be­ 
sides the innovation of the roof play­ 
ground, the building will be a note­ 
worthy addition to New York’s col­ 
lection of model school buildings. 
Besides forty-eight class rooms, giv­ 
ing accommodations 
to 
about 
3,000 
children, the building will contain a 
large assem bly hall, a 
commodious 
gym nasium , a cooking school, a car­ 
penter shoji, a library and a kindergar­ 
ten. 
W ith all these departments 
an 
abundance of room is left for other ex­ 
perim ents that future boards of edu­ 
cation may see fit to introduce. 
Besides the playground on the roof, 
the whole of the first or ground floor 
will be used also as a playground or 
recreation hall, as teachers nowadays 
prefer to term it. 
W ith these conveniences 
for 
the 
am usem ent of the young East aiders, 
it is likely that school buildings 
with 
such playground attachm ents will be 
kept open after school hours in order 
to take the children off the street, but 
as yet no definite plans in that direc­ 
tion have been announced. 
Of the five stories the first w ill 
be 
used as a play room, with possibly bath 
room s to come later. 
The next three 
stories w ill contain 
the 
forty-eight 
class rooms, the fourth being arranged 
so as to form an assem bly hall when 
needed. 
The other floor w ill be given 
up to the carpenter shop, library and 
other extra rooms. 
The roof playground, being the first 
vof the kind in this country, is natur­ 
ally the m ost interesting feature of the 
structure. 
The new school, officially 
to be known as grammar school No. I, 
w ill be a mixed school—that is, the 
studies w ill be of the grammar and 
primary 
grades, for 
both boys and 
girls. The roof garden, in consequence, 
w ill be divided into tw’o sections, one 
for boys and the other for girls. 
The roof playground will be inclosed 
in a huge cage. 
The floor will be concreted, so that 
It w ill be as pleasant for boy and girl 
gam es as an asphalt street. The upper 
portion of the mansard roof of the 
building will form a coping of about 
three and a half feet in height, extend­ 
ing all around the playground. 
Rest­ 
ing on this will be the huge wire cage, 
supported above the roof by light steel 
trusses, so that no posts or girders ex­ 
tend to the floor of the roof. 
The top of this cage w ill be about 
sixteen feet from the floor of the roof 
playground. 
This means that the net­ 
work above the coping will be about 
tw elve and one-half feet high. 
The 
object of the wire cage will be, strange 
as it may seem, to protect persons on 
the street more than for the safety of 
the pupils. 
The mesh of the wire network that 
forms the cage will be so small that 
stones, balls and other objects that 
boys and girls delight to *hrow’ when 
a t play will not go through and fall to 
the street below and injure persons 
who happen to pass near the school. 
The wore cage will be str jng enough, 
moreover, to stand a good deal of as­ 
saulting. 
Boys may play baseball on 
the roof without tear of losing the 
ball by batting out a home run while 
the ball is falling five stories to the 
street.

reservation,

an order has been 
issued to all sen­ 
tries to shoot them 
on sight, says the 
San Francisco Call. These canine va­ 
grants are said to be ferocious, al­ 
though they rarely venture beyond the 
confines of the friendly forest that has 
afforded them shelter and 
a 
home. 
Their lair lies somewhere on the hills, 
hidden in a jungle of trees and under­ 
brush, and their daily menu is a choice 
variety of rabbits and quail that fill the 
woods out there, with 
water from 
streams that empty into Mountain 
lake. 
The dogs—or at least some of them— 
were once tame creatures, 
but they 
strayed away from the conventional 
and perhaps constrained path of the 
city dog’s humdrum life to virgin fields 
where thoughts of tin cans to tails 
might never torture more. They wound 
up in the government territory, away 
from the pound wagon and small boys. 
In time they formed a community and 
began to increase in numbers until the 
band now has a very respectable mem­ 
bership. In character it seems they

You may see the packs 
charge upon the cottontails and kill a 
few. Then you hear the snarl, yelp, 
growl of fighting dogs and off they are 
again under cover. 
“It would be a good thing if they 
were able to eat up the rabbits, because 
these little animals are a pest already, 
and men come here with guns to shoot 
them, causing no little trouble to them­ 
selves and the guard. A few days ago 
a man went hunting for cottontails and 
forfeited his gun. So the rabbits are 
left to the dogs exclusively. No, there 
has been no instance where the wild 
dogs attacked men or children, but they 
still rre not a class to be fooled with.”
